Me being plied with questions aa to 
what he Intended to do with the strip 
of tattooed cuticle after he got It, 
Zlzrachi said that in Morocco, where hs 
had passed the greater part of his life, 
there were many dealers In curios who 
would give him from ten to one hun- 
dred dollars for such things, according 
to the artistic finish of the picture. He 
had made hundreds of dollars by trad- 
ing with these merchants, and had 
learned the secret of properly prepar- 
ing the skin for framing.

The Whittle or the Locomotive Now 
Heard In the Holy City. 

The first locomotive from Jaffa has 
arrived at Jerusalem, says the London 
News.
